MY  FATHER'S  EARLY  STRUGGLE 


DAVID  PARK 

"Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  to  you;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shall 
be  opened  unto  you."  It  was  my  father's  verse  in  the  Bible.  Although  my  father 
is  no  longer  alive  I  have  very  vivid  memories  of  him,  and  I  can  never  forget  his 
early  struggles  to  study  and  to  educate  his  children. 

There  are  many  books  which  were  written  posthumously  about  my  father  by 
his  friends.  I  can  not  forget  the  tragic  stories  my  mother  told  me  when  I  was 
only  fourteen. 

If  a  man  entered  college  in  his  thirties,  we  can  understand  his  hardships  in 
life.  My  father  was  born  the  son  of  a  poor  farmer  in  a  small  town.  From  early 
childhood  he  had  a  very  strong  desire  to  study,  and  finally  rebelled  against 
his  father  whom  he  respected  so  much. 

Before  he  was  twenty,  he  married  my  mother,  and  escaped  from  his  father  to 
study  at  Keisung  High  School  in  Taegu,  leaving  my  mother  at  home  with  my 
grandparents.  For  six  days  in  the  week  he  studied  at  school  which  closed  at  four 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  He  worked  from  four  to  ten  at  night,  selling  newspapers 
on  the  street  or  daily  delivering  milk  from  door  to  door.  When  all  of  his  room- 
mates were  sound  asleep  in  the  dormitory,  he  cooked  a  handful  of  rice  for  his 
supper.  There  was  nothing  on  the  supper  table  but  a  bowl  of  rice  and  salt,  but 
he  thanked  God  for  his  privilege  to  study.  He  studied  before  going  to  bed. 

He  got  all  A's— no  B's  whatever.  Although  all  of  his  classmates  admired  his 
perseverance  and  his  genius,  they  could  not  help  him,  because  they  were  all  too 
poor. 

When  winter  vacation  came,  my  father  went  home  on  foot  the  distance  of 
forty  miles,  taking  two,  three,  or  four  days  to  save  a  little  money.  More  than 
that,  he  drew  a  man-drawn  cart  on  the  way  home  to  earn  a  few  dollars. 

When  he  reached  an  inn  on  the  way,  he  opened  his  lunch  box,  and  ate  th)e 
handful  of  frozen  rice  he  had  previously  cooked.  Later,  I  heard  that  many 
people  had  called  my  father  the  ice-eater. 

While  my  father  was  struggling  for  an  education  my  poor  mother  worked 
all  day  long  under  the  direction  of  my  grandparents.  She  slept  only  five  or  six 
hours  a  day,  and  occasionally  sold  her  long  black  hair  to  help  her  husband. 

But  their  long  perseverance  and  hard  struggle  to  conquer  their  hardships  were 
not  in  vain.  Really  the  escape  of  my  father  from  home  was  the  culminating  point 
not  only  of  his  success,  but  that  of  all  his  offspring.  Every  single  one  of  his  nine 
children  graduated  from  high  school. 

If  it  were  not  for  my  father's  hard  struggle  and  my  mother's  sacrifices,  I  should 
be  still  a  poor  farmer  in  an  unknown  Korean  village  among  precipitous  mountains.
